Millions of American citizens had cause 
to be grateful for the electronic miracles that 
allowed them a seat at the side of history in 
the first coast-to-coast telecast of a presi­ 
dential inauguration.

It is often difficult for a man who has managed 
a super billion /iollar concern to realize that once 
he accepts a government post, he is subordinate 
to a $12,500 a y ear member ot Congress. If he can­ 
not accept that stipulation, he will fail in what­ 
ever he undertakes in public life. 
The more effective a man has been in business, 
the more competent he has been in .management, 
the more difficulties he will face in government. 
And the reasons are so obvious that it is difficult 
to understand why the businessmen, who are 
usually so flexible, do net grasp the psy chology of 
the situation.

Therefore, a member of Congress, in either 
house, is most concerned with public opinion and 
those who have had considerable and prolonged 
tenure in Congress have developed great skill in 
assessing public reactions.

It is this longer view that controls their pres­ 
ent reactions to immediate situations. Whereas the 
businessman ma> know about finance and produc- ■ 
tion, the politician is likely to add into that eq ua­ 
tion the 1 actor ot public sentiment.

Such a campaign argument might be very tol­ 
ling. During the next two y ears, each ot these 
Cabinet officers and all the other top officials— 
some 600 of them —w ill have to appear before Con­ 
gressional committees to testify in favor of or 
against legislation, to explain the operations of 
their departments, to defend ixilicies pursued. This 
will be a novel experience for many of them. A 
Congressional committee is not a board of direc­ 
tors. On such committees will be not only the 
friendly Republicans but the antagonistic Demo­ 
crats. 
The success of this administration will, in a 
measure depend upon how effectively these men 
appear to the public in the circumstances of a 
Congressional hearing. They will not be protected 
by expensive counsel and public relations men. 
They will not be permitted to believe that a good 
job done is a criterion for courteous consideration. 
The Democrats will be working to win tho cam­ 
paigns of 19 54 and 19 56 and the Cabinet members 
and their associates will have to be very fast on 
their feet, as it were, to make the grade. There will 
be no “yes, sir!” attitude in a Congressional com­ 
mittee. 
It is an advantage to this country that the top 
men of management should transfer their services 
to the government. They can accomplish a great 
deal in developing efficient and competent adminis­ 
tration.

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PEACEFUL TRANSFER OE POWER 
Millions of American citizens had cause 
to be grateful for the electronic miracles that 
allowed them a seat at the side of history in 
the first coast-to-coast telecast of a presi­ 
dential inauguration. 
But the real marvel of that day was not a 
scientific but a distinctly human triumph. 
It was the simple inaugural ceremony caught 
in the lens of the television camera. 
This marvel began to unfold when the 
then still President-elect, Mr. Eisenhower, 
drove up to the White House steps in a black 
car just half an hour before his scheduled 
inaugural. He had come to pick up Presi­ 
dent Truman. 
At Hic steps, Mr. Eisenhower and his wife, 
Mamie, climbed out of the car. Mr. Truman 
and his wife and daughter came briskly out 
from 
the 
White 
House. 
Warm, smiling 
greetings were exchanged. Then Mr. Eisen­ 
hower asked: “Shouldn’t we be going?” 
The womenfolk drifted off to another car. 
Ike and Mr. Truman got back into the black 
convertible, smiling and waving, and started 
down Pennsylvania Avenue to the Capitol. 
A s they rode, there was little talking. But 
both looked cheerful and relaxed. 
Up on Capitol Hill, the two men disap­ 
peared inside the Capitol to wait while lesser 
dignitaries arrived. Then the wondrous mo­ 
ment was at h ind, the magic seconds that 
held all the m ystery and majesty and sim­ 
plicity of the democratic process. 
Down the steps to the platform came Mr. 
Truman, as a band played “Hail to the 
Chief” in his honor for the last time. Quietly 
he stepped aside to take a seat to the right 
of the speaker's lectern. In that unobtrusive 
act was the w hole essence of the laying down 
of power in America. 
The hands of the clock inched forward. 
Mr. Eisenhower stepped into view with his 
escort, while a 
band played “Stars and 
Stripes Forever.” He took a seat to the left. 
It seemed but an instant until the prelimin­ 
aries were over and he was on his feet, tak­ 
ing the oath of office from Chief Justice 
Vinson. 
Thirty-six words, uttered in a firm voice 
edged with emotion, and he had picked up 
the reins of power laid aside by Mr. Truman 
so short a time before. 
Now he was voicing the prayer he had 
written for this occasion, and then the new 
President plunged into his brief address. As 
he spoke, the old President sat thoughtfully 
in his chair, here and there applauding, al­ 
ways respectfully attentive. 
Then it was ended. Mr. Eisenhower turned, 
acknowledged congratulations from those on 
tile platform, and walked back up the steps 
he had come down. As ho did. the band 
struck up once more, playing “Hail to the 
Chief” for him for the first time. 
Mr. Truman, knowing well his time on the 
stage Iv cl gone b y , slipped quickly oft the 
platform, almost unnoticed. Down wooden 
stairs he went to the street, to a waiting 
closed car and thence out of the turblent 
current of American government. 
What a pity it is that the whole world 
could not have watched as Americans did.

meaning of democracy— the right of free 
men to choose, and to change, their leaders 
by non-violent processes w hose ultimate ver­ 
dict is accepted by all with good will.

A BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 
The Eisenhower Administration starts with a 
Cabinet that Includes a number ot businessmen of 
proved ability. The design is for a business a d ­ 
ministration operated by competent 
managerial 
capacity. 
However, these businessmen 
have, 
none of 
them, been trained in the political opeiations which 
are normal to American life. The difficulties that 
C, E. Wilson encountered could have been avoided 
had he prepared himself to meet the type of ques­ 
tioning characteristic ol a Congressional commit­ 
tee. The law stands and he should have known it 
and been adequately prepared to meet it prior to 
his hearing before the Armed Services Committee. 
It is often difficult for a man who has managed 
a super billion /iollar concern to realize that once 
he accepts a government post, he is subordinate 
to a $12,500 a year member ot Congress. If he can­ 
not accept that stipulation, he will fail in what­ 
ever he undertakes in public life.* 
The more effective a man has been in business, 
the more competent he has been in management, 
the more difficulties he will face in government. 
And the reasons are so obvious that it is difficult 
to understand why the businessmen, who are 
usually so flexible, do not grasp the psychology of 
the situation. 
Ours is a representative repuolic, the corr of 
authority being vested in Congress, which gets its 
power from the Constitution and from the people. 
Jt was never intended that Congress should be 
subordinate to the President or to his Cabinet. The 
Congress exists and functions bv its own light and 
expects to repelt back to the pt'oplc, every two 
years for a Representative and every six years tor 
a Senator. 
Therefore, a member of Congress, in either 
house, is most concerned with public opinion ami 
those who have had considerable and prolonged 
tenure in Congress have developed great skill in 
assessing public reactions. Their major concern is 
what the reactions to their conduct and their vot­ 
ing record will he in November, 1954. 
It is this longer view that controls their pres­ 
ent reactions to immediate situations. Whereas the 
businessman may know about finance and produc­ 
tion, the politician is lik e ly to add into that equa­ 
tion the I actor oi public sentiment. For instance, 
the law that was passed to provent dishonorable 
men from getting government jobs to leather their 
own nests and strengthen their companies does 
not apply to Mr. Wilson morally or psychologically, 
but two years from now, in a campaign, the issue 
may be that members of the Senate permitted 
violations of the law in the interest ot big business. 
Such a campaign argument might bo very tel­ 
ling. Duruig the next two years, each ol these 
Cabinet officers and all the other top officials— 
some 600 of them—will have to appear before Con­ 
gressional committees to testify in favor ol or 
against legislation, to explain the operations of 
their departments, to defend policies pursued. This 
will be a novel experience for many of them. A 
Congressional committee is not a board of direc­ 
tors. On such committees will be not only the 
friendly Republicans but the antagonistic Demo­ 
crats. 
The success of this administration will, in a 
measure, depend upon how effectively these men 
appear to the public in the circumstances of a 
Congressional hearing. They will not be protected 
by expensive counsel and public relations men. 
They will not be permitted to believe that a good 
job done is a criterion for courteous consideration. 
The Democrats will bo working to win tho cam­ 
paigns of 1954 and 1956 and tho Cabinet members 
and their associates will have to be very fast on 
their feet, as it were, to make the grade. There will 
be no “yes, sir!" attitude in a Congressional com­ 
mittee. 
It is an advantage to this country that the top 
men of management should transfer their services 
to the government. They can accomplish a great 
deal in developing efficient and competent adminis­ 
tration. They can save the country billions of dol­ 
lars. 
But they will have to learn to adjust their 
minds from business management to government 
management, which is altogether different. They 
are entitled to a grace of time to make such an 
adjustment. And such an adjustment has to he 
made if the Eisenhower Administration is to hold 
its popularity with the people. For even as indus­ 
try would say “the customer is always right," so, 
in politics, it is correct to say that the voters have 
the final say.

NEGATIVE ATTITUDE TOWARD ELDERLY 
One of the groat humanitarian results of this 
war-torn age is the deep interest now boing shown, 
by the medical profession and the public, in the 
health and happiness ol our older folk. For many 
years we have watched the respect shown to the 
elderly by races other than our own. but now it can 
bo said that no other peoples are giving as much 
thought to this matter. 
In "Geriatrics.” the magazine devoted to research 
and clinical study of the diseases and processes of 
aging. Dr. Raphael Ginsberg, director. Gerontologi­ 
cal Unit, Mental Health Institute. Cherokee, Iowa, 
discusses the "negative” attitude toward the elderly. 
"By negative attitude we understand an ap­ 
proach based on a feeling and conviction that the 
elderly are lost causes, that those advanced in age 
are doomed to regression and degeneration tending 
to such loss of vitality that they are placed outside 
any working active social group whether family, 
tribe or society." 
Because the number of elderly in retirement 
is increasing steadily, community, state and fed­ 
eral agencies are show ing more and more interest 
in the problems and welfare of old people. It is 
known that a few who are active and creative con­ 
tinue to work and are a part ot the community, 
but for the groat majority, active life ends long 
before their physical abilities have vanished. 
"These older people constitute a group of de­ 
pressed, bitter, easily offended persons who live in a 
hopelessness which makes life hardly tolerable.” 
Although as a class the elderly art* healthier today 
than at any previous period, they suffer with 
chronic diseases. These disease's come on slowly and 
"treacherously.” But the diseases themselves do 
not cause depression of spirits: that results from 
negative approach of family and others toward 
them. Dr. Ginsberg points out that during hard 
times or lack of a "security” feelipg, the family 
may cause the elderly member to teel that he is a 
burden. 
By understanding that this feeling of not being 
wanted may be hidden by the elderly, it is often 
present, and accounts for their continued illness 
and unhappiness, the lairdly can, by showing in­ 
terest and kindly care when they are ill. lift their 
morale.

)—Local taxes 
on pari-mutuel betting on thor­ 
oughbred horse races in Queens, 
Nassau and Saratoga counties are 
unconstitutional.

W icks assailed the local levies 
last night on the Senate floor, as 
he rejected a dem and by Sen. 

Brooklyn Demo­ 
crat, that the Legislature restore 
the power of localities to levy a 5 
per cent tax on such betting. 
The local taxing power was cut 
to 4 per cent last year, and will 
be cut to 3 per cent this season. 
The reduction will continue each 
year until the authority expires 
in 1955. 
W icks argued that the Legisla­ 
ture, in approving the pari-m utuel 
bill 12 years ago. had intended 
that the taxing pow’or be reserved 
exclusively to the state. 
Friedm an said the 5 per cent 
rate brought New York city about 
13 million dollars a year, and that 
the hard-pressed city needed the 
revenue to help balance its budget.

Let u s talk a little abou t atock 
prices, first. 
By any prior m easu rem ent of 
the ind ex es and av erages of stock 
prices the present lev el is “high.” 
O ne cannot 
argu e 
against that. 
F or ex am ple, the v ery broad ind ex 
ot -420 stocks prepared by S tand ­ 
ard A* Poor s statistical organiza­ 
tion reached a lev el in 195 2 which 
was abov e the 1929 p**a k; it has 
since mov ed still higher. This is 
not tru e of all stock av erages, 
howev er, 
d u e 
to 
the 
v ariou s 
m ethod s of m aking u p av erages 
and “weighing" factors that enter 
in price-av erages. 
In any ev ent, stock prices by 
any historical 
m easu rem ent 
are 
high. And what is significant to 
the stu d ent and to the inv estor is 
that a great m any 
pe ople 
know 
that “stocks arc high.” The Ru m- 
inator has ru n into a good m any 
m arket-m ind ed people d u ring his 
w inter so.'ou rn in Florid a and in­ 
v ariably he hears the sam e re ­ 
m ark: “The stock m arket is d u e 
for a real crack: it’s too high” 
O nly a week ago. afte r ad d ressing 
a R otary Clu b lu ncheon m eeting, 
on the theory of contrary opinion, 
the R u m inator was told a fte r the 
m eeting by v isitors who cam e u p 
to him that “the economy w as d u e 
for a set-back and that stocks 
w ere too d ear.” 
If this “opinion” is w id espread 
—a nd I 
believ e it is— then we 
hav e not seen the “top' of the 
E isenhow er bu ll m arket. 
So long 
as 
inv estor^ and 
trad ers d ou bt 
the stock m a rk e t’s rise, and be­ 
liev e it is “too high," it is sou nd 
eontrarv reasoning to hold the op­ 
posite v iewpoint. 
The R u m inator 
receiv ed some off-the-record infor­ 
m ation recently from the head of 
a large M u tu al Fu nd which ind i­ 
cates that these inv estm ent tru sts 
are find ing the sam e psy chology 
prev ailing am ong their clienteles; 
nam ely , a tend ency tow ard selling 
their m u tu al-fu nd shares, ra the r 
than being interested in bu y ing 
m ore shares. 
I d o not m ean to 
imply that 
there has been any

The 
kindred 
(yet 
contrary) » 
question 
of 
"now 
high 
stock 
prices?” and "how low commodity 
prices?" are going to be the sub­ 
ject of critical essays and com­ 
ments for months to come. 
W hat has happened is that com­ 
mon measuring rods with which 
everyone is familiar do not seem 
to measure anymore! It is as if 
someone had changed the number 
of inches in the yard-stick. but 
left the stick the same length. 
Let us talk a little about stock 
prices, first. 
By any prior measurement of 
the indexes and averages of stock 
prices the present level is "high.” I 
One cannot argue against that. 
For example, the very broad index 
ot 420 stocks prepared by Stand­ 
ard & Poor s statistical organiza­ 
tion reached a level in 1952 which 
was above the 1929 peak; it has 
since moved still higher. Tins is 
not true of all stock averages, 
however, 
due 
to 
the 
various 
methods of making up averages 
and "weighing” factors that enter 
in priee-averages. 
In any event, stock prices by 
any historical 
measurement 
are 
high. And what is significant to 
the student and to the investor is 
that a great many people know 
that "stocks are high.” The Rum­ 
inator has run into a good many 
market-minded people during his 
w inter sojourn in Florida and in­ 
variably he hears the same re­ 
m ark: "The stock market is due 
for a real crack: it's too high.” 
Only a week ago, after addressing 
a Rotary Club luncheon meeting, 
on the theory of contrary opinion, 
the Ruminator was told after the 
meeting by visitors who came up 
to him that “the economy was due 
for a set-back and that stocks 
were too dear.” 
If this •’opinion” is widespread 
—and I 
believe it is—then we 
have not seen the "to p ' of the 
Eisenhower bull market. 
So long 
as 
investors and 
traders doubt 
the stork market s rise, and be­ 
lieve it is "too high,” it is sound 
contrary reasoning to hold the op­ 
poser viewpoint. 
The Ruminator 
received some off-the-record infor­ 
mation recently from the head of 
a large Mutual Fund which indi­ 
cates that these investment trusts 
are finding the same psychology 
prevailing among their clienteles; 
namely, a tendency toward selling 
their mutual-fund shares, rather 
than being interested in buying 
more shares. 
I do not mean to 
imply that there has been any 
marked increase in “redemptions” 
lately, hut rather am reporting a 
“feeling" among this type of in­ 
vestor. 
There has been a modest in­ 
crease in short selling on the part 


of the "little fellow” of late, also, j 
Thi* is often indicative of a grow -1 
ing bearish sentiment, ^which is J 
commonly found to be wrong. 
So, taking it all in all—and 
without regard to temporary re­ 
actions and 
intervening 
spills— 
the stock m arket may yet c o n -. 
tinue on its skyward trend, r e - 1 
gardless of its being “high.” 
It is 
the old. old question one finds in | 
studying 
the 
history 
of 
price 
movements: How high is high, and 
how low* is low? 
There is no a n - i 
sw’er. of course, because conditions 
are constantly changing. 
One more thought is worth reg­ 
istering here, I think. 
You hear a great deal of talk j 
about the probability of deflation 
under any sound-money program 
that may result from the Kisen- j 
bower administration. The Rumi­ 
nator is inclined to doubt that im -1 
portant interests and big holders 
of stocks would 
liquidate their 
holdings because of a fear of a 
sound-money program. Quite the 
contrary, I think. It seems to me 
highly 
probable 
that 
the 
vast I 
sums 
of venture 
money which | 
have 
been 
“frightened” 
of 
the 
New Deal and the Fair Deal are 
likely to be actively interested in 
the stock m arket and in other 
si»cculative 
ventures 
under 
a 
sound-money regime. 
The fear of money is far and 
above any fear about such things 
as fluctuations in prices. If big 
interests believe the dollar is safe 
thcv will use their dollars in ac­ 
tive speculation and investment. 
That is also not bearish on stock 
prices, 
regardless 
of 
present 
levels. 
There is only space to touch on 
commodity 
prices. 
The 
fall 
in 
these prices has continued so long 
and has become so much talked 
about that it would seem a fair 
contrary guess to expect a recov­ 
ery 
in 
commodities. 
Support 
prices will have an influence now 
that 
many 
farm 
prices 
have 
dropped to. and under, support 
levels. So the Ruminator doubt* 
that the commodity m arkets will 
have much affect on the stock 
m arket one way or the other.

Daddy’s job is not sure >et. So don’t talk around. Sk ip. Keep it 
under your hat. Now this is just private family stuff, see?’’ 
Sk ip promised. The next morning his father registered his house 
on his real estate agent's sale list. 
Two davs later, the m other ot Sk ip's best friend telephoned. She 
said to his mother, “My dear. Sk ip’s told us your wonderful news! 
When are you leaving? Will you sell the house? Doe it mean a lot 
more money for Bill?

W hen Sk ip’s m other hung up. she walk ed out to the yard where 
her son was inflating a bicycle tire. "Shame on you.” she said. "To 
have told daddy’s secret to the Egans! When you were specially told 
not to talk , too!

Nine times out of ten. we have no right w hatever to sound 
i off. Because nine times out of ten, the children have been given no 
instruction in their right to resist the prying of aggressive curiosity. 
When this curiosity comes from grownups, children find them- 
, selves in a tough psychological spot. For Sk ip has been told re­ 
peatedly to be “iKiiite” and "obedient” to adults. Given no authority 
I to discrim inate between curiosity and real interest, he has no alterna­ 
tive but to obediently answ er Mrs. Egan's point-blank questions. 
So someone should say to Sk ip, “Curiosity is a form o! attac k upon 
our right to privacy. No m a tte r who ask s you questions about m a t­ 
ters that do not concern them, you may first ignore the question. If 
they persist, you can try to change the subject. If they still persist, 
you cun say politely, *1 do not w ant to talk about that.’ That is the 
right thing to do.” 
Children will be most grateful for this assurance. They are often 
miserable and scared because we have lorgotten to give them moral 
ground for resisting aggressive curiosity. 
Sk ip's m other might have figured her husband’s news would get 
around.

One Friday morning, S kip s father was given some news by his 
executive. His boss said, "Bill, this firm s just about decided to ap­ 
point \ou western manager. Better alert the family and start plans." 
That evening, a lte r Skip s father had calmed his son’s excitement, 
he said. “Sure, you’ll see Indians. But th a t’s not 
the point now. 
Daddy’s job is not sure yet. So don’t talk around, Skip. Keep it 
under your hat. Now this is just private family stuff, see?" 
Skip promised. The next morning his father registered his house 
on his real estate agent's sale list. 

She 
said to his mother. ‘‘My dear. Skip’s told us your wonderful news! 
When are you leaving? Will you sell the house? Doe it mean a lot 
more money for Bill?

Given no authority 
to discriminate between curiosity and real interest, he has no alterna­ 
tive but to obediently answer Mrs. Egan’s point-blank questions. 
So someone should say to Skip, “Curiosity is a form ot attack upon 
our right to privacy. No m atter who asks you questions about m at­ 
ters that do not concern them, you may first ignore the question. If 
they persist, von can try to change the subject. If they still persist, 
you can sa> politely, 'I do not want to talk about that.’ That is the 
right thing to do.” 
Children will be most grateful for this assurance. They are oft! 
miserable and scared because we h a w torgotten to give them 
ground for resisting aggressive curiosity.
